This action is in response to papers filed on October 31, 2006. 
Claims 1, 10, 3 and 21-22 have been amended. 
Claims 1-22 are pending. 
Claims 1-22 are rejected. 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed October 31 , 2006 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. 

2. Applicant is arguing that the newly added limitation of identifying test 
takers "who posess sub-par numerical credentials.... to said first academic 
institution" distinguishes it from the prior art of record. The examiner notes that if 
the claims were to be entered the examiner would make a 103 rejection on the 
independent claims using the already cited NPL reference authored by Arenson; 
"Opponents of a Change in CUNY Admissions Policy Helped Pass a 
Compromise Plan"; the article identifies on Pg. 2 fl's 7-8 that CUNY identifies 
students who have not earned test scores high enough to exempt them from 
remedial classes". Therefore, CUNY is identifying "test takers" whose credentials 
are sub-par. Applicants amended limitations are broad in how they identify the 
test takers and what qualifies as identifying. 

3. Therefore, the amendments to the claims do not put the instant application 
in condition for allowance.
